Legion read the Honor Roll for 
those who died in the First War 
of 1914-18; and Capt. M. Cooke 
fead the roll for those who gave 
their lives in the war of 1939-45. 

A special seating accommoda¬ 
tion was provided for the next-of- 
kin of the men who paid the Su¬ 
preme Sacrifice. 

Wreaths were laid upon the 
Cenotaph by the Mayor of Cole¬ 
man, Mr. Frank Abousafy; and 
representatives of the Legion, the 
churches and other societies. The 
pipe band played the Lament, al¬ 
ways a very impressive event and 
the Last Post and Reveille was 
given by Comrade James Lowe, a 
veteran of the First War. 

There was a very fine turnout 
of youth in the uniform of Boy 
Scouts and Cubs, under their 
leaders, Messrs. F. Dechecco, Nel¬ 
son and G. Rushton. The Brown¬ 
ies were led by Mrs. McQuarrie.

Padre Moss Delivers Address 
The word ‘patriot’ is seldom 
used today. Patriotism, of course, 
essentially is love of country But 
love without devotion, like faith 
without works, is dead. It is mere 
pretence. Any man who says that 
he loves his country even if he 
served it in war, and who on na¬ 
tional occasions or a day like this, 
conspicuously displays his coun¬ 
try’s flag or don a poppy, but is 
never seen under any circum¬ 
stances devoting himself to the 
welfare of his country or cause, 
is a pseudo-patriot, and to speak 
plainly. Is a liar. 

Many are firmly convinced that 
the only way to maintain secur¬ 
ity, stability and prosperity is 
loyalty to support the government 
in whatever it proposes to do. And 
the same with any cause a man 
gives himself to. But does it fol¬ 
low that this is always true and 
righteous altogether? Is there not 
a distinction between love of 
country and love of a cause and 
uncritical support of whatever the 
leaders propose to do? 


Said Jesus in one of the noblest 
and most significant utterances 
ever delivered the world ‘The Sab¬ 
bath was made for man, not man 
for the Sabbath”. Should not this 
principle then apply to any and 
every human instit\ ' ” The

Listen to these words “This 
country with its institutions be¬ 
longs to the people who inhabit 
it. Whenever they shall grow 
weary of existing government they 
can exercise their constitutional 
right of amending it, or their 
revolutionary right to overthrow 
it.” 

This sentiment was not ex¬ 
pressed by Lenin, Trotsky, Stalin 
or Malenkov or Tim Buck. It was 
expressed by Abraham Lincoln. 

Once it is clearly seen that this 
principle does not apply to gov¬ 
ernment something far truer and 
nobler than the popular one-time 
conception of patriotism begins 
to appear. For then patriotism can 
'be divorced from an uncritical, 
unconditional allegiance and can 
be associated with an intelligent 
devotion to the highest welfare 
of any cause whether it be gov¬ 
ernment, church or Legion. What 
I mean to imply is this: 

“■Patriotism or love of country 
must be intelligent. 

Loyalty to any one cause may 
be blind.” 

Forty years ago I enlisted in 
the Imperial army to fight in the 
First War, as it was named. Could 
it be that I served just for two- 
bits a day as a private soldier? 
Could it have been for king, coun¬ 
try 'God)? The philosophy of 
serving in that Amy was summed 
up thus — "Theirs not to make re¬ 
ply; theirs not to reason why; 
theirs but to do and die.” And this 
inglorious conception of devotion 
to God, king and country filled 
countless graves and emptied 
millions of homes. 

I love my country and I love 
the BESL, C.L., but I do not nec¬ 
essarily have to be blind to their 
faults. 

As a padre I must love my fel¬ 
low-men everywhere, but I am 
not blind to their faults or to my 

I’d much rather be considered 
a rebel than sit by and see my 
country, my Legion, and my fel¬ 
low-men making mistakes and not 
criticize (intelligently)—so on this 
annual Day of Remembrance — 
What do we remember? Certainly 
I remember the Dead. And I try 
to remember the Living. And it is 
the Dead who inspire me to to 
my utmost best for the Living. 
I remember my comrades who 
fought aolngside me, both living 
and dead. I remember the won¬ 
derful spirit of comradeship that 
existed among us. Did any of us 
suffer lack of true comradeship 
because Bill was a Roman Catho¬ 
lic; Bob, an Anglican: Sam, a 
Salvationist; George, a Baptist? 
Indeed, no. I doubt if it we ever 
gave it a thought. 

I remember all this and more. 
And I wonder today where is that 
true spirit — I remember that 
Canada did not win either war, 
nor the U. S. A., nor Britain—but 
all three helped immensely with 
other nations like Russia, Poland. 
Czechoslovakia, France, Holland, 
and others. And this fact today

gary. The special meeting showed 
the esteem in which Percy is 
held, many being present that 
have not attended Board meet¬ 
ings for some time. 

President J. R. Hill presided 
over the gathering and introduced 
to the assembly President Hunt- 
ley, Dr. Burgman, E. Basso and T. 
Costigan, as representatives of the 
Blairmore Board. Mr. Huntley 
spoke of the association between 
Mr. Dickieson and Blairmore, 
reading a motion that had been 
passed expressing regrets at his 
departure. 

To these remarks Percy replied 
that he had been pleased to work 
with Blairmore on matters of mu¬ 
tual interest, and as he looks back 
over the years he could feel some 
satisfaction and some disappoint¬ 
ment, feeling that the two towns 
could have co-operated a little 
more to make this area even 
greater

neighbor in Coleman, gave a few 
humorous remarks of the Dickie- 
son’s as he knew them, at the 
same time expressing regret in 
the loss of a personal friend. 

Mayor Atooussafy completed the 
messages of regret when he paid 
glowing tribute to the honored 
guest. Something should be done 
toy a town to remember these men 
that have helped to make it what 


it is today, the mayor asserted. 
When Percy came to Coleman the 
town was experiencing a lull and 
he soon made his mark. Percy 
never shirked a duty and has al¬ 
ways met responsibilities even 
though when the going was tough 
the task was usually handed to 
him. 

His achievements are many but 
possibly one of the best and most 
recent was “Yours To Remember”. 
For years night shows had been 
brought in for the rodeo and 
money lost. For years Percy ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that we could 
put on a show of our own. Finally 
he was listened to and handed the 
task of producing this show. He 
did not do it alone, but the proj¬ 
est was his. We all know the suc¬ 
cess that it was. There isn’t a 
community anywhere that does 
not feel the effect of men such as 
Percy . . men with high minded 
ideas. 

Percy was born in Calgary and 
educated at Central high school 
before being employed for 11 years 
with the Purity Flour Mills. Com¬ 
ing to Coleman in 1947 he soon 
became part of community life. 
Active in church work, he served 
as Sunday School superintendent 
and various other phases of the 
United Church; was the second 
president of the Board of Trade, 
and served two terms; president 
of the Lions Club and president of 
the Alberta section of the South¬ 
ern Trans-Canada Highway As¬ 
sociation.

“When I left Calgary and came 
to Coleman,” Mr. Dickieson said, 
in reply to the speakers, “we had 
left our friends and families be¬ 
hind.

I have made that fortune 
all right, but not the way I had 
anticipated. Fortunes cannot be 
counted in dollars and cents!” 

“It has been a privilege to live 
here among you and it is with 
reluctance that we return. This is 
a terrific country and I never fail 
to be amazed at the tremendous 
possibilities and wealth that God 
has bequeathed us here in Al¬ 
berta and B C. I am not leaving 
because I do not think there is a 
future here. Our future still lies 
ahead of us. 

‘<At the moment we are going 
through a time of trial. This is 
not the first time nor will it be 
the last. Checking the history of 
the industry you can see that 
there have been times when men 
were ready to throw in the sponge, 
then have coal make its • come¬ 
back. I remember one time when 
I was balancing the books and 
couldn’t account for 3c. An older 
man told me that I would get 
worse before I found the solution, 
and at one time before the bal¬ 
ance was reached I was shoft 
$3.93. The time is coming when 
the balance is going to be made 
here in the Crows Nest Pass.

And 
furthermore it isn’t so much the 
Displaced Persons I’m worried 
about as the many Misplaced Per¬ 
sons who cannot see my point. 

Nationalism is one dread cause 
of war. 

Who today is upset toy the fact 
that Shakespeare was an English 
man; Pasteur, a Frenchman; 
Dante, an Italian; Goethe, a Ger¬ 
man; Tolstoi, a Russian. Jesus 
Christ, a Jew? Such men do not 
belong to any one nation. They 
belong to all nations. All that 
they represent, all of imperish¬ 
able worth and glory and inspira¬ 
tion, is today the common heritage 
of mankind 

The times call for action in 
both secular and religious matters. 
We need to make up our minds, 
reach decisions, and get some¬ 
thing done. For remembrance only 
will not help us. 

Strange as it appears to me as 
one who fought 10 years of war 
as a ranker, how that upon this 
annual observance, solemn as it 
is, many consider there must be 
to make the day successful, a lot 
of ballyhoo, a lot of brilliantly 
embroidered sentimentality— The 
very things our dead comrades 
and ourselves detested in war¬ 
time. I cannot ever subscribe to 
this. 

For a quarter of a century now 
I have spoken at similar gather¬ 
ings. And the time is ripe now to 
speak plainly. iFOr what I try 
to say is not what you would have 
me say. But my Remembrance of 
the Dead. What they expect me to 
say. Which, after all, is very dif¬ 
ferent from what you’d think. I 
believe, with all my heart and soul 
They would say could They but 
speak to us just these simple 
truths—cut out the ballyhoo. 

Act like Christians. Say your 
prayers. Be loyal to your church 
and our Great Captain, Jesus 
Christ. Vote on election day Pay 
all your income tax. Give your 
share to the world’s need. Be 
true comrades to all. And gener¬ 
ally stop fooling around, for good¬ 
ness sake, enquiring “And who is 
my neighbor?” Follow the finger 
of Christ and “Go and do thou 
likewise”. I personally believe that 
today is as good a time as any 
to begin this. 

To ask ourselves a few search¬ 
ing questions, like this: 

1) Is my life better now than 
it was when I served in war? 

2) Do I give evidence of being 
morally and spiritually stronger or 
weaker in the head by all this 
poor show of comradeship? 

3) Is the general quality of my 
life indistinguishable from that of 
any other person because of my 
war experience? 

Don’t you think that there is, 
after all, a certain noblesse oblige 
in being a Christian or even an 
ex-service man? 

I believe in what my church 
teaches, “The Communion of 
Saints”. That we are verily one 
army — the living and the dead. 
I am quite sure our comrades 
whom we remember today are 
happy that we do so. I am equally 
certain that they are anxious that

our remembrance shall develop 
into deep and true resolve. 

One thing I remember—It is 
that since they left us in two 
wars many millions more have 
joined them. And these must have 
communicated the sad state of 
this old world they gave all to 
improve. Don’t you think that 
they would, at least be grieved 
that things have not changed for 
the better. That their sacrifices 
appear to have been in vain. And 
God forgive me, I’m not being 
presumptuous or irreverent, I feel 
sure they’d ask “But what are all 
those fellows doing about it. Those 
to whom we bequeathed our Un¬ 
finished Task?” 

The first war to end war. The 
second to preserve democracy.— 
And it does seem after all that 
many have been content to pre¬ 
serve themselves and their old • 
way of life. And now talk of a 
third war. Which looks’as if it 
might be the finish of everything 
and everybody. Arid one would 
say “Not the finish but the Be¬ 
ginning for all of them below.” 

Perhaps no spot on earth ap¬ 
peals sq powerfully to intellect, 
emotion or imagination as the 
Holy Land and the Holy City of 
Jerusalem. The City of Abraham, 
David, Solomon, Jesus, Titus, Tan- 
cred and Allentoy. I served under 
the last named in 1917, and took 
part in the deliverance of Jerusa¬ 
lem. I bear witness to this ad¬ 
venture as a modern Crusade by 
a bullet mark in my left leg. I re¬ 
call standing upon Mt. Olivet and 
gazing down upon the Holy City 
and thought of the greatest Pat¬ 
riot of all Who wept over it say¬ 
ing “O Jerusalem, O Jerusalem, if 
thou hadst known”. There was 
One Who could love His country 
and give full devotion. But Who 
did not hesitate to prophesy warn¬ 
ing of things to come. I am firm¬ 
ly convinced in my own mind as 
(having lived in Palestine since 
the first war for seven years) that 
we cannot go on year after year 
just remembering. It was Christ 
as our Captain Who commanded 
from the beginning “Do this in re¬ 
membrance of me”. But He never 
intended that we should remem¬ 
ber His death alone or His Su¬ 
preme Sacrifice upon Calvary. 

But that as tiue followers of 
Him we should resolve to live bet¬ 
ter and to make this world His 
Kingdom. I’m sure He yet ap¬ 
peals to all of us “Rise up, O men 
of God. Have done with lesser 
things — give heart and soul and 
mind and strength, to serve the 
King of Kings”. 

The most depressing picture of 
the world today is that of peo¬ 
ple finding it difficult to live to¬ 
gether, as reflected in our family 
and social lives. Seemingly war 
made it comparatively easy to die 
together but has not solved the 
problem of living together. 

The spirit of easy going just 
because it has no fixed standard 
of right or wrong, develops into 
indifference, apathy and inertia. 

Tolerance does not mean laxity 
Knowledge is needed as well. We 
know far too little about one an¬ 
other. Comradeship, friendship, 
and neighborliness means putting* 
a little imagination into the work¬ 
ing of the Golden Rule. Deliber¬ 
ately setting oneself to see things 
as others see them. Integrity is 
also needed. Men and women of 
character are top requirement. 
There can be no lasting bond of 
real comradeship without in¬ 
tegrity. 

We cannot speak with truth or 
realism about the future unless 
we understand the past. It is not 
enough to remember the Dead. 
We should also remember that 
ours is a nation that had its ori¬ 
gin in establishment “to the 
glory of God and the advance¬ 
ment of the Christian faith.” 

From whence came the people 
in Canada today? 

From the old world, all seek¬ 
ing refuge from tyranny and op¬ 
pression, from fear and coercion, 
from famine and difficulty, from 
wars and threats of annihilation, 
to find a new life in a new land. 

Religious liberty to worship 
God according to the dictates of 
one’s own conscience. Equal op¬ 
portunity for all men. Should we 
not then on this Day of Remem¬ 
brance recognize our dependence 
upon God and our responsibility 
toward Him? 

The source of human rights is 
in God. 

The highest role a nation can 
play is to reflect God’s righteous¬ 
ness in national policy. 

We need to remember. For there 
is real danger that all this may 
be forgotten. We fought for free¬ 
dom. But freedom is not the right 
to do as one pleases but the op¬ 
portunity to please to do what is 
right. We seek freedom not from 
the law but in law 
We seek freedom not from gov¬ 
ernment tout in government. Not 
from speech, the press and re¬ 


ligion, but in all three. Either 
these or soon we shall raise the 
question “is our government yet 
of the people, by the people, for 
the people?” 

I could not conclude my talk 
without giving a message of cheer 
and hope to those who loved and 
gave their sons: 

“No place is this for human tears 
—the time for tears is done; 
Transfigured in those awful years 
—the two worlds blend in one. 
. . . Your boy had visions while in 
life—of stars, in distant skies; 
So death came in the midst of 
strife; a sudden, glad surprise. 
He found the songs for which he 
yearned; hopes that had mock¬ 
ed desire; 

His heart is resting now, which 
burned; with such consuming 
f’ire.” 

And in the words of O.L.J.C. 
“Remember—go thy way, thy son 
liveth”. 

To my comrades in the Legion 
and all others who fought in war 
let me say "We who have trod the 
borderlands of death, where cour¬ 
age high walks hand in hand with 
fear—shall we not hearken what 


the spirit saith—All ye were bro¬ 
thers there—be brothers here.”

In Town 

The police report was presented ■ 
showing 72 complaints received 
and attended to, and 216 warn¬ 
ings given regarding trucks, cars, 
liquor and children on bikes. Dis¬ 
cussion was held again regarding 
overloading of coal trucks and 
these points illustrated with pic¬ 
tures. As the result of the report 
one councillor asked if a by-law- 
existed in regards to jaywalking, 
and received the answer that no 
by-law was in effect. 

The matter of trucks using the 
area set aside as a pedestrian 
path from West Coleman resulted 
in the town’s decision to replace 
poles at the west end to stop this. 
Trucks were reported crowding 
the pedestrians. It was felt that 
the poor condition of the road at 
the crossing resulted in trucks 
using the path, and although all 
the road does not lie in the town 
limits, that portion coming onto 
the hard surface will be repaired. 
Departing Citizen Honored 
Councillors Wood and Ramsay 
rose at practically the same mo¬ 
ment at the close of business to 
voice their regrets at the depart¬ 
ure of P. A. Dlckieson from the 
town. Council as a body expressed 
the opinion that Mr. Dickleson 
was the type of man that Cole¬ 
man should be bringing in rather 
than losing. As much as they 
would like to have expressed their 
appreciation of his civic spirit in 
a more tangible way, council 
moved that a letter of thanks and 
appreciation be mailed him.

Donald lectured on the chemistry 
of fire. A film “The Chemistry of 
Fire" was shown, which paralleled 
Mr. McDonald’s lecture. 

Before a fire can result three 
conditions must be satisfied. One. 
a fuel which vaporizes must be in 
the presence of (2) oxygen, and 
must have its temperature < 3 1 
raised above the kindling point. 
Control of any one of these three 
—fuel, oxygen or temperature will 
result in the control of fire. 

The film showed how fire can 
be overcome by cutting off the 
supply of oxygen to the fuel and 
by lowering the temperature of 
the fuel. 

After the lecture, the various 
sections of the Civil Defence con¬ 
tinued with their own particular 

work.

Early indications, the co-op said, 
point to a record yield per acre 
with a price of $4.50 for every 
100 pounds. Total acreage is 
4,500. 

Last year's 3,500-acre crop was 
worth $117,000 to farmers in this 
district 69 miles south of Winni¬ 
peg- 

"Judging from farmers com¬ 
ments in southern Manitoba a de¬ 
cided increase in acreage is ex¬ 
pected in 1954,” the co-op said. 

“The reason for this is mainly be¬ 
cause of unsold grains in plugged 
storage bins on the farm and the 
fact that sunflowers are a cash 
crop that can be marketed imme¬ 
diately after harvest.” 

The yellow-blossomed flower was 
grown on small scale in Manitoba 
in the years before the Second 
World War with most of the seed 
being used for human consump¬ 
tion. 

The wartime shortage of oils led 
the government to encourage in¬ 
creased production and in 1943 
producers around Altona began 
work on the extraction plant. It 
went into operation in 1946. 


PRINCE ALBERT.—Record fig- 
res on tourist traffic to Saskat¬ 
chewan beayity spots were report¬ 
ed here. 

The Board of Trade said traffic

IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Statistics Show Saturday Night 
Bad Time For Road Accidents 


REGINA. — Road accidents in 
Saskatchewan during September 
took 16 lives according to statis¬ 
tics received from the Highway 
Traffic Board. Fatalities for the 
month jumped 100 per cent, over 
September of 1952. 

J. A. Christie, chairman of the 
traffic board reports that 77 per¬ 
sons, 46 of them drivers have been 
killed in accidents to the end of 
September. During September, 
eight drivers were killed, four 
more than in the same month last 
year. 

The statistics show that 397 
persons were injured in accidents 
during September, bringing the 
year’s total to 2,275 drivers, pas¬ 
sengers, pedestrians, cyclists, 
tractor operators, and occupants 
of other vehicles. 

There were eight passengers 
killed during September, bringing] 
the total to 21 so far in 1953, the 
same amount as listed in the 
satoe period during 1952. 

The number of pedestrians in¬ 
jured is up from 17 in September, 
1952, to 21 during September of 
this year. Twelve cyclists were 
injured during September com¬ 
pared to 13 last year. Three mo¬ 
tor-cycle accidents were reported 
last month compared to four last 
year.

A special machine is used to lay 
the base courses. Known as a 
stabilizer, it is a high, tracked 
vehicle powered with two 130 
horsepower Diesel motors. A tank 
truck, holding oil if the sub-grade 
is to be asphalt, or water if it is 
to be soil cement, is connected to 
the front of the stabilizer and a 
hose carries the fluid to the mix¬ 
ing part of the machine. 

In laying the soil cement, dry 
cement is spread on the soil. The 
mixing is done by a unit at the 
rear of the machine, consisting of j 
three rotating shafts, equipped 
with cutting teeth, blending blades 
and paddles.
